This is the proper desert- 
island spirit. However, relatively 
few of us are cast away on dosert 
islands, and it's no use waiting for 
that eventuality in: order to begin 
reading as a form of amusement 
at least comparable with moving 
pictures and golf.

PROBLEMS IN

struction is the welding of a suf- 
ficiently tough tread to the unusually 
resilient cord carcass.

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THE IMPORTANCE OF COLOR. 

HERE is no factor in house decoration 
quite as important as is color. Well- 
chosen colors, properly combined, 


that need to be kept in mind in 
the choice and combination of colors. 
first of these is that from the three primary 


complement of yellow. So, too, 
low make orange, the complement of 
missing primary color, blue. 

What is meant by saying that one 
fe the complement of another? The answer 


is interesting. It is the color that, m 

in equal parts with it, produces gray. 
example, an equal mixture of blue and its 
complement, orange, produces gray; of red 
ahd its complement, green, produces gray; 
of yellow and its complement, violet, pro- 
duces gray. This fact has an important ap- 
plication in house decoration, Two colors 
that are inharmonious in combination may 
each be grayed and so brought into har- 
mony. And the. decorator knows that he 
may soften or gray a color by mixing with 
it a small proportion of its complementary 
cilor. Thus, yellow, grayed by mixing with 
it a little of violet (its complement) takes 
on a tan or buff shade, which combines 
well with red grayed by the addition of a 
little green, which is its complementary 
color. While pure yellow and red are not 
pleasing in: general when. used together, 
tan and dull red do not clash, but, on the 
contrary, look well together. Two colors 
brought into harmony in this way are said 
to be grayed. Of course, tastes differ and 
each individual has his own peculiar re 
action to color, so that no absolute state 
ments can be made as to pleasing combina- 
tions, but some that are of rather wide ap 
plication may be taken as typical.
